Apologizes for 
Jewish Slurs 


NEW YORK (NJP) — Nikolai 
Khrushchev, Russia’s top boss, 
this week was reported to have 
apologized recently to a Polish 
Jewish communist leader for his 
anti-Semitic tirades in Warsaw 
two years ago. 

Khrushchev at that time re- 
peatedly told Polish listeners 
there were “too many Abrom- 
ovitches” in the Polish govern- 
ment, remarks that were followed 
by widespread dismissals of top 
Jewish government aides. 

Khrushchev, six months later, 
in a Warsaw meeting, accom- 
panied by his sinee-ousted Jewish 
aide, Lazar Kaganavich, told a 
Warsaw meeting of a “Zionist- 
American plot to get Poland out 
of the Socialist camp.” 

The London Jewish Chronicle 
said that at the recent Warsaw 
meeting of World Communist 
leaders, Khrushchey told Roman 
Zambrowski, only Jew remain- 
ing in the Polish Politburo, 
“Comrade Zambrowskl, I want to 
apologize for my behavior two

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Israel Plans to Repay $17 Million 
In Bonds Obligations Due in 1963

WASHINGTON, D. C. (NJP) 
—Israel is already making plans 
to repay between $17 and $18 
million as that amount of Is- 
rael Bonds falls due in 1963, Dr. 
Joseph J. Schwartz said here. 

THE HEAD of the Israel Bond 
organization told the national 
leadership conference here that 
a total of $17 million in interest 
had been paid on the $320 mil- 
lions of Israel Bonds sold thus 
far. He said just as Israel had

$50 and $60 million will come 
due. : 

He added that $40 million in 
Israel Bonds had been redeemed 
thus far under the terms of 
their sale which provided for 
immediate redemption in case 
of death or where needed for 
building Jewish institutions.

Councilman Switches, LA 
Votes Down Anti-Bias Bill

LOS ANGELES (NJP) — To 
the surprise of its proponents, a 
Fair Employment ordinance was 
again defeated in the city coun- 
cil by a vote of 7 to 7. 

CONFIDENT that more 
a decade of pressure for the 
ordinance was finally at the 
victory point, representatives of 
the Los Angeles Jewish com- 
munity council, and Mexican and 
Negro groups testified before 
the voting in a jamnied council 
chamber. 

In the last hours one council- 
man committeed to the FEP 
ordinance changed his mind and 
the tie, signifying defeat, re- 
sulted. The chamber of com- 
merce and top business circles 
were actively opposed. 

Under the proposed city ordi- 
nance, a five-man fair employ- 
ment commission was empow- 
ered to investigate complaints 
and get court assistance if 
needed to guarantee employ- 
ment without bias bars, 

Next stage in Los Angeles 
is expected at the county board 
of supervisors meeting scheduled 
for four weeks after this city 
council vote. There is consid- 
erable belief that a victory is

‘Scapegoat’: 
Parley With 
Russ Urged

NEW YORK (NJP)—A New 
York University historian last 
week suggested that the United 
States recognize the Soviet 
Union’s interest in the Middle 
East, and reach agreement with 
{t not to ship arms into the area 
as a means of “neutralizing the 
power vacuum in the area.” 


DR. EMIL LENGYEL, who has 
also written numerous books on 
Turkey, the Middle East, Egypt 
and Europe, also said the United 
Btates must find methods to 
minimize the economic impor- 
tance of Arabian oil, if the Mid- 
dle East is to be neutralized. 

Opening the first of four lec- 
tures at the Theodor Herzl 
Foundation on “Israet In World 
Politics,” Dr, Lengyel stated that 
such a solution of the Middle 
East problem would not hurt 
Israel at this time. 

Lengyel pointed to Israel as 
a scapegoat for all the frustra- 
tions of the Arabic states. He 
said Israel’s advanced Western 
civilization was another factor 
{n antagonizing the Arabs, ‘““The 
masses will be deflected from 
hunger,” he said, “while they 
think of pushing Israel into the 
sea.” 

HE ALSO criticized the Eisen- 
hower doctrine as “doing more 
harm than good” in the area. 
He suggested that the United 
States stop alienating Arabic 
countries by trying to “enforce 
a kind of loyalty oath to the 
United States.” 

Dr. Lengyel also said the Arabic 
nations look down on the Bagh- 
dad pact because of Iraq’s mem- 
bership in it. 4 

“Most Arabs,” Lengyel said, | 
“consider Iraq as the lowest of 
all Arabic nations and stooges 
of the British.” 

He said the Soviet Union might 
be able to “line up” the two bil- 
lion “have nots” against the one- 
half billion persons on our side 
by exploiting their starvation and 
offering arms and economic aid. 
Lengyel said the Soviet Union 
had no reputation for being an 
imperialist nation with the Arabic 
countries and so could do this. 


WHEN ASKED how his propo- 
sition for an agreement with 
Russia could be sold to the 
American people, Lengyel pointed 
to our relations with Japan as 
an answer. “We were told at one 
time,” he said, “that the Japs 
were the very worst devils. Now 
the Japanese are shining angels. 
I think the same might be done 
in the Middle East, if we really 
tried.” 

The historian said that the 
Soviet Union's exploitation of the 
recently concluded Asian-African 
Solidarity Conference “could be 
the most important factor de- 
ciding the cold war,” if the So- 
viet Union really exploits the 
conference,

Spurred by 
Oppression 
To Accomplish

DES MOINES, Iowa (NJP)— 
The Jews of Israel have been 
“spurred to greater accomplish- 
ments” by oppression, a Univer- 
sity of Chicago professor of 
theology said here this week. 

Dr. J. Coert Rylaarsdam con- 
trasted this situation in Israel 
with that in the surrounding 
Arab states. 

ARAB NATIONS, he said, lack 
the capacity to “put themselves 
to the wheel because they have 
not been able to become what 
they want to be.” 


Thus, they seek scapegoats, 
he added, 
Dr. .Ryladrsdam, who has 


spent four years traveling, study- 
ing and teaching in the Middle 
East, said the only way the 
Arab states can “find themselves” 
is when they realize the possi- 
bilities of opportunism have 
come to an end. 

He called for stronger action 
in the Middle East by the United 
States, 

“We are not going to win 
friends — certainly not Arab 
friends—by acting weak,” he 
said. “If I know anything about 
Arab psychology, it is that they 
have more respect for the op- 
posite kind of diplomacy.” 

“Each concession to the Arab 
states will lead to further con- 
cessions,” he continued. 

HE ADDED that Israel has 
been a symbol of faith and a 
“realization in history” through- 
out this crisis in the Middle East. 

While Israel has absorbed a 
half million Jews from Arab 
lands and a half million from 
Europe, some 900,000 Arabs left 
Israel for outside refugee camps 
“believing they would return as 
conquerors.” 

But when Israel was_ estab- 
lished as a national frome for 
Jews, many of these Arabs ac- 
tually came back in because the 
community offered them a bet- 
ter standard of living, Dr. Ry- 
laarsdam said. 

ALTHOUGH the Arab states 
could absorb the refugees into 
areas where there is a need for 
workers, they refuse because 
such action would be an admis- 
sion of the permanent status of 
Israel, he said.

New Census 
Religious Quiz 
Threat Bared 


PHILADELPHIA (NJP) —A 
WARNING note was’ sounded 
here this week that the decision 
by the U. S. census bureau not 
to include questions on religious 
affiliation in the 1960 census 
(NJP, Oct. 4) has left a false 
impression that the traditionally 
rigid separation of church and 
state has been preserved. 

Rabbi S. H. Markowitz of Beth 
David Reform Congregation here 
declared that “the exactly oppo- 
site situation prevails and unless 
emergency measures are adopted 
by those involved—which for the 
most part means us Jews—dire 
consequences are entailed, 

The rabbi declared that the 
census bureau had already con- 
ducted a survey in the spring of 
1957, asking Americans for the 
first time “What is your re- 
ligion?” and warned that the 
bureau expected to publish its 
findings before the end of Feb- 
ruary of this year. 

The rabbi continued:

“IT WAS assumed by the An- 
glo-Jewish press that anent a 
question on religion in the 1960 
census, victory was ours. 

“It can only be conjectured 
what kind of sensation Jews will 
experience if the census bureau 
is permitted to carry out its 
avowed purpose.” 

Rabbi Markowitz revealed that 
a bulletin had been sent to some 
25 rabbis and lay leaders through- 
out the country urging prompt 
action to prevent a “serious 
threat to our position in the 
American scheme of things.” 

The bulletin said in part: 


“IN A SENSE the announce- 
ment of the census bureau anent 
religion in the 1960 census~-ques- 
tionnaire was a Machiavellian 
maneuver to hide the truth. For 
in the spring of 1957 the bureau 
conducted a nationwide sample 
population survey and census 
agents or canvassers for the first 
time in American history asked 
individuals, “What is your re- 
ligion?” 

“Tt is the intention of the cen- 
sus bureau to publish in the very 
near future the results of these 
sample surveys. Copy of letter 
from Dr. Burgess, director of the 
census bureau, in which such in- 
tention is clearly stated is in the 
office of the Jewish Statistical 
Bureau in New York. Limited 
clerical facilities alone prevent 
inclusion of such copy. 

“For the first time in our three- 
century experience on this con- 
tinent, an official government 
publication will contain informa- 
tion on Jewish income and occu- 
pation as well as distribution and 
variation. Do you want the foi- 
lowing questions answered by no 
less an authority than the U. S. 
government? 

“1, What is the average Jew- 
ish income? 

“2. How many Jewish bankers 
are there in the U. S.? How 
many barbers, plumbers, etc.? 
“3. Where do Jews live? 

“4, How many children In the 
average Jewish family? 

‘To prevent this serious threat 
to our position in the American 
scheme of things, immediate ac- 
tion is necessary.”

Cigarettes and Boycotts 


THE NEW YORK POST, which most people think of 
jn terms of the Jewish paper” of New York City, published 
the news recently of the knuckling under of the British- 
American Tobacco Co., an English concern, to the Arab 
boycott.

It would be a matter for British Jews to decide whether 
or not to show their displeasure at the company’s yielding 
to blackmail in this way by refusing to smoke its cigarettes, 
but there are some other involvments, as the first news 
f story in The POST and OPINION (NJP, Oct. 5, 1956), de- 

tailed. ’ 
But there are other involvements, too. 
The British-American Tobacco Co. is the selling agent 
for Lucky Strikes and Pall Malls outside of the United 
States. These brands are manufactured by the American 
Tobacco Co. The American Tobacco Co. has a Jewish 
president, Paul Hahn, and Mr. Hahn, we understand, owns 
a considerable interest in the British-American Tobacco Co. 


THE BRITISH COMPANY wholly owns the Brown 
and Williamson Tobacco Co., of Louisville. This Ken- 
tucky concern isn’t refusing to sell to anyone. Yet it is 
concerned because Americans, who resent this yielding to 
Arab pressure by their parent company, may take it out 
on their hide. 


WE DON’T THINK it a duty of a Jewish paper to make 
it easier for anyone, whether Jewish or not, who yields 
to Arab pressure and participates in the Arab boycott of 
Israel. Since this is a commercial prosposition, we feel 
that the companies will weigh what they have to lose in 
both cases against what they have to gain, and the least 
The POST and OPINION can do is to see that everyone 
knows what everybody else is doing.

AN APPEAL TO BUILD 
SYNAGOGUE IN ISRAEL 


@ Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 
FROM TIME TO time you have 


appealed to your readers, usually 
with great success, for special 
funds whenever you found a 
pressing need that is not being 
met by regular charities, 

Katamon is one of the newer 
quarters of Jerusalem where the 
Israel government has construc- 
ted permanent housing for the 
Inhabitants of the  Talpiot 
ma’abara. When a_ group of 
Iraqi Jews moved into their spic- 
and-span stone houses in Kata- 
mon, they found that they had to 
walk 30 minutes every morning 
and evening to their old syna- 
gogue in the ma’abara. They 
asked the Ministry of Religious 
Affairs for help in building a 
synagogue but were told that no 
money was available. 


The devout Iraqis carried on a 
“building-fund campalgn” and 
raised I£2,000, a goodly sum con- 
sidering the income level of new 
immigrants, but hardly enough 
to build a synagogue that would 
meet the requirements of Jeru- 
salem’s building code. It was 
enough for a wooden hut, and, 
since they could not secure a 
building permit for an unsightly 
wooden hut, the Iraqis built it 
themselves fllegally by the light 
of the moon. When completed, 





the hut could hold 150 worship- 


pers with the women standing 
outside. 

IT WAS NOT long, of course, 
before the building inspector 


brought the leaders of* the Iraqi 
congregation before Jerusalem 
Municipal Magistrate M. Mur- 
ciano for illegal building. In 
passing sentence on Dec, 15, 
Judge Murciano said: 

“The accused are simple folk 
who work with their hands . 
They are not used to seeking re- 
laxation in cafes or theaters, and 
they saw in the synagogue a 
place to educate thelr children 
and the only place that met their 
cultural needs.” ~ 

The magistrate added, how- 
ever, that the building code must 
be observed, Despite their dire 
need for a synagogue, they must 
respect the Jaw. He ordered the 


hut demolished within three 
months. 

These devout Jews would 
doubtless consider it another 


Hanuka miracle, if, before the 
three months are up, the read- 
ers of The National Jewish POST 
and OPINION raised enough for 
the construction of a small syn- 
agogue of Pink Jerusalem stone, 
that would enhance the, beauty 
of Katamon and enrich the lives 
of its inhabitants.

NEW YORK (NJP) — Zach 
Ofri, forced to Jearn his basket- 
ball in bits and pieces as a youth 
in Israel, has come to the United 
States to complete his athletic 
education before returning to his 
country as a teacher. 


The six-foot, two-inch 185- 
pounder was one of Israel’s 
greatest basketball stars and 


captained the Maccabi team that 
toured the U.S. earlier this year. 
Now 25 years old, Ofri is en- 
rolled in New York University’s 
School of Education. He has 
hopes of eventually playing on 
the NYU five, although he must 
sit out at least one year as a 
transfer student. But the main 
thing as far as Ofri is con- 
cerned is learning American tech- 
nique in the sports field so that 
he can make things a little easier 
for the next generation in Israel. 
“Basketball is still growing in 
Israel,” Ofri said, “and I want to 
be there to help it along.” 
OFRI EXPLAINED that he 
started playing basketball when 
he was 15 and a member of the 
Maccabi club, an institution dedi- 
cated to physical education. 
“All the coach taught was to 
get the ball and shoot. None of 
the fundamentals or technique of 
the sport were told us. But, then, 
this was in effect the birth of the 
sport in our country, and no one 
knew too much about it.” 
All this changed, however, with 
the aid of the United States. This 
country sent over some of its 
best coaches to teach the Israelis 
the finer points of the game.

LYDDA AIRPORT — The long 
6,000-mile flight from New York 
aboard El Al's giant Britannia 
plane has come to an end almost 
before one had become. ac- 
customed to being off the ground. 
I have traveled 
hundredsof 


: thousands of 
' miles by air, 
and never be- 


FP: fore have I 
| stepped off a 
plane as free 
of travel fa- 
tigue as today. 

Despite a 
speed of some 
400 miles an hour, El Al’s new 
Britannia is remarkably free of 
vibration. The muted hum of the 
motors soon fades into the con- 
scious background, and the pas- 
sengers read, rest, relax or walk 
about with the same ease they 
would display on a back porch 
at home, 


A FLIGHT by El Al has other 
thrills for me, however. I have 
long since become accustomed to 
seeing the signs in Heorew, or 
reading the instructions in the 
same tongue. The first-time tour- 
ists will find special delight in 
such things, of course, because it 
means that he gets the first taste 
of Israel from the moment he 
steps aboard at Idlewild. There 
are those who praise the food 
from El Al's kitchens, but it 
takes little to satisfy my palate. 
I cannot pose as a gourmet, 

The major attraction for me 1s 
in the composition of the pas- 
senger list. I was not disap- 
pointed this time, either. Behind 
us sat New York’s famous mid- 
night radio personality Barry 
Gray. He was en route to Europe 
only, and I had little opportunity 
to chat with him before London 
loomed up, and he departed.

It’s OK for 
those who like exclustveness, but 
I think most of the fun and 
gaiety of the flight was in our 
tourist section. Besides, both sec- 
tions of the plane arrived at the 
destination at the same time!

RECORDINGS 





By JOSEPH GALE 

The question of whether Jews 
will reinhabit Germany in any 
appreciable number is unsolv- 
able. They may in later times, 
later generations; the Jews are 
unconquerable; so long as their 
culture endures 
and history 
keeps from re- 
peating itself, 
they may at 
some time fil- 
ter back into 
the heartland 
of Europe. 

At the mo- 
; ment, however, 
Gale there are pre- 
cious few Jews in Germany — 
about 5,000 in West Berlin and 
less than half-that in East Ber- 
lin, for example. Army Lt. Klaus 
Herrman, a reader of this col- 
umn, writes from Stuttgart that 
in that sizeable city there are 400 
Jews only, almost all post-war 
arrivals, There is a good deal of 
cultural Jewish activity in the 
capitol city, but Lt. Herrmann 
intimates that elsewhere there 
are too few Jews to matter, or 
no bona fide activity in the arts 
at all, 3 

HE WRITES that in Stuttgart 
there is a synagogue, and nearby 
in Baden-Wurttemberg, the office 
of the Chief Rabbi—but little ar- 
tistic activity. “An ensemble of 
Yiddish actors from Paris visited 
here some weeks ago to give 4 
small performance. The only good 
cantor in all Germany is Estronga 
Nahama of the Berlin Liberal 
Synagogue; he is from Salonika, 
Greece, and is really outstanding.

teacher. The Berlin community 
will lay the cornerstone of a new 
Jewish Cultural Center on Nov.

If there is a Jewish revival in

THE BUILDING itself was 
burned down by the Nazis, also 
in 1938, a great year for pillage, 
and Neumann fleq to France. 
There he succeeded in establish- 
ing the Oratorio de Paris, a top- 
notch Jewish choir, and gave con- 
certs throughout Europe and 
North Africa. 

On March 18 last, at the invi- 
tation of the Frankfurt Jewish 
community and the Soclety for 
Christian-J e wish Co-operation, 





and in honor of “Brotherhood 
Week’”’—a rather startling con- 
ception for Germany—Neumann 
and his group gave a three-hour 
concert of liturgical, Yiddish and 
Israeli songs. The affair took 
place in the auditorium of Gothe 
University, in Frankfort, before 
a capacity audience, 

LT. HERRMANN writes: “The 
three stars of that evening were 
the chief cantors of the Antwerp, 
Belgium, synagogue and of two 
synagogues in Paris (Aladar 
Fuchs and Mavlel Papier, bari- 
tones, and Eli Taube, tenor).

Most of the concert was re- 
corded, and 18 of the songs, 
totalling 90 minutes of playing 
time including audience applause, 
were made available on two 12. 
inch LPs entitled “Festkonzert 
Judischen Gesanges.” They cost 
27 deutschmarks each ($6.50) 
and presumably can be ordered 
from Neumann at Production 
Musica Judaica, Westendstrasse 
8, Frankfurt am Main, Germany. 

THE DISCS have clarity and 
worth, and it was wise to re- 
cord for posterity this concert, ia 
this particular time, since so lit- 
tle reaches us that is representa- 
tive of post-war Jewry outside of 
Israel. After all, there are Jews 
who still live beyond the confines 
of this coungtry. Are they at all 
like us? Are they broken relics 
of dead days, or the vanguard of 
a new Judaism? What do they 
think? How do they function? 

According to Festkonzert Ju- 
dischen Gesanges, one thing 
seems sure. Their standards are 
high, and they applaud vigorously 
the same sort of excellence that 
we do. More significantly, one 
senses that they have a hunger 
to know again the joys of yester- 
day, of things Jewish, of identi- 
fication with the mainstream of 
Jewish life. And if Neumann’s 
recorged achievement is any cri- 
terion, they have much to offer 
in return. 

A word about the performance 
itself. The Oratorio de Paris is 
indeed topnotch, Its members are 
well-trained and capable of deli- 
cate a capella work, even though 
here they have an organ. They 
seem a little heavy on baritones 
and basses, but that may be 
a quality of the recording. For 
optimum results, one might wish 
the ensemble were a trifle sharp- 
er and incisive, but this is purely 
subjective; the choir is easily a3 
fine as any we have heard on or 
off records here. Its command of 
shading and its almost operatie 
approach to liturgical music is 
rare indeed. 

AS FOR THE soloists, we run 
into nomenclature nemesis. The 
records (ours at least) came 
without any description. The 
labels bear titles of selections 
and named soloists, but not to- 
gether. No one will have any 
trouble identifying the tenor, but 
without a program the baritones 
are indistinguishable from one 
another. 

No matter. They are all above 
approach, Tenor Elie Taube has 
a beautiful falsetto, and both he 
and his companions sing with 
splendor and authority. They use 
a minimum of artifice, and re- 
frain from over-embellishment, 
All in all, Neumann has de- 
livered a concert of quality and 
freshness, which for us was a 
most welcome respite in the 
week’s work.

BORIS SMOLAR, editor of the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency, indicates that the chances cf an affirmative reply 
by the Anti-Defamation League of B’nai Brrith and the 
American Jewish Committee to the invitation to the Na- 
tional Community Relations Advisory Council are slim. 

When the NCRAC was formed, at a time when both 
the ADL and the AJCommittee were under heavy attack 
because of the duplication and waste in Jewish civil de- 
fense work, the NCRAC was a compromise. Most cf the 
U. S. Jewish community wanted more than a co-ordinating 
agency—they wanted one merged group for this vital area 
of work. 

BUT NOW we seem to be back again at the duplica- 
tion and waste stage. 

The POST and OPINION reported recently that as far 
as the problem cf integration of Negroes into the white 
school systems and all its involvements are concerned, 
there has been no consultation between ADL and the 
AJCommittee on the one hand and the NCRAC agencies 
on the other hand. 

In other words, here again we have two competing 
groups, each working on its own, and without the other 
knowing what is being done. 

It seems ridiculous, doesn’t it? 


THOSE WHOSE MEMORIES go back far enough re- 
member the attitude that seemed to prevail befcre the 
days of the NCRAC, when the various civic defense agencies 
were competing with one another for the favor of the 
American Jewish community, and the work at hand—the 
protection of the rights of the American Jewish community 
—seemed to be a side issue. 

The American Jewish community has come a long 
way since then. So much so that the two communities 
are hardly recognizable as one and the same. 


BUT NOT ALL areas of the Jewish community have 
moved along as fast as the others, and one glaring example 
is that of the civil defense field. 

How can anyone in 1958 justify a situation where our 
national agencies work on the same problem, but what 
each does is a secret? Is this intelligent, and fcr how 
long must it go on? 


NEW FORMULATION GOOD 


WE LIKE THE definition of a Zionist as presented by 
Rabbi Ira Eisenstein, of Temple Anshe Emet, Chicago. 

The four-point description of one who today could be 
called a Zionist included 1) belief in the peoplehood of 
Jews; 2) the idea that the Jewish people have a purpose 
over and above mere existence; 3) recognition of the in- 
terdependence of the Jewish people, and 4) the idea that 
part cf the Jew’s purpose includes the existence and sup- 
port of Israel. 

This kind of a program would be acceptable to almost 
all Zionists today, and to practically all Jews. As in all 
formulations which try to circumscribe a movement, not 
everyone will approve of all parts of it, but in general the 
four points do designate one who in 1957 would call him- 
self a Zionist. 


DAVID BEN-GURION would, of course, disagree, un- 
less Point 4, when elaborated, could mean that Jews of 
the Diaspora would when possible seek to find fulfillment 
in Israel. It is not at all impossible that Rabbi Eisenstein 
would approve of such an added provision or extension. 


ONE VIEW IS WRONG 


IT VERY LIKELY is unfair to hold a public figure 
who makes as many speeches as does Nahum Goldmann, 
the president of the World Zionist Organization, to ac- 
countability for contradictions in his views. 

Yet even Dr. Goldmann is leader enough to recognize 
that he cannot avoid this kind of responsibility for his 
utterances, 

In Israel on more than one occasion, as late as this 
past summer, Dr. Goldmann repeated his views of the de- 
cline of the Diaspora. While others of us, including Rabbi 
Abba Hillel Silver, were praising the progress made in 
many directions by United States and world Jewry, Dr. 
Goldmann described it in almost vile terms, leaving the 
understanding that Jewish life in the Diaspora was base 
and barren. 


YET IN NEW YORK recently, at the United Jewish 
Appeal conference, Dr. Goldmann was glowing in his praise 
of the United States Jewish community. He almost equalled 
Rabbi Silver’s peroration on world Jewry for the decade 
since the establishment of Israel as one of the most heroic 
of all Jewish generations. 

Now American Jewry can’t be going down the road to 
assimilation and at one and the same time be worthy of 
highest praise for undertaking its Jewish obligations. 

Only a speaker as skillful as is Dr. Goldmann would 
try to justify these diverse views. Dr. Goldmann has 
often been described as a man who could defend both sides 
of an argument with equal convincibility, yet we think 
that even he will find it difficult to reconcile this con-

When the Lord tells Moses that he 
(Moses) is to be his surrogate toward Pharaoh, 
he also informs him that Aaron shall be 
Moses’ nabi, or prophet. The context makes 
clear that the term nabi is used to mean 
“spokesman.” 

Moses had several times 
hesitated to accept the role 
of leader because he was of 
uncircumcised lips, heavy of 
tongue, a poor talker, a 
Aaron, the older 
brother, would therefore 
serve as the mouthpiece of 


stutterer, 





Moses. Inspiration and 
revelation were, therefore, 
Rabbi Weinstein to be channelled through 


several sets of ears. The communication line 
was from Cod to Moses to Aaron, and to 
Fharaoh or to the people. 

This meaning of the term nabi, as a re- 
ceiving and sending instrument, is not nearly 
as glamorous as the popular meaning of the 
visionary who is favored with a glimpse into 
the future and can therefore foretell that 
which is yet to be. Only the authentic 
prophets, humble and dedicated men, could 
resist the temptation to become prophesiers 
in the popular sense. The unknowg is a con- 
stant reminder of our human limitations and 
the temptation’ is strong within us to pierce 
the veil or to believe in the promises of those 
who say that they have gained an option on 
time. 

THE CAGEY “prophets” — those profes- 
sionals who prophesied in bands for a price 
—were shrewd enough to speak in vague and 
porous terms which could mean all things to 
all men. They thus evaded the strict and 
simple criterion which Moses laid down in the 
18th chapter of Deuteronomy: 

“When a prophet speaketh in the 
name of the Lord, if the thing follow 
not, nor come to pass, that is the thing 
which the Lord hath not spoken; the 
prophet hath spoken it presumptuously; 
thou shalt not be afraid of him.” 

Amos, you recall, was anxious to disas- 
sociate himself from the professional ‘sons 
of prophets” who exploited the ignorance and 
credulity of the masses. His predictions 
flowed from his fundamental conviction that 
in a universe presided over by a just God, 
sin must inevitably bear painful consequences. 
His dour prognosis was tempered, as it al- 
ways was by the authentic prophets, by the 
conviction that God would exercise the escape 
clause in the grim determinism of justice 
and preserve a remnant of Israel with which 
to continue the experiment. 

LET US NOT assume, however, that the 


more pedestrian role of mouthpiece which 
Aaron was to play was an easy one, The 
record tells us how difficult it was for Aaron 
to convey the hot revelations of Moses with- 
out a considerable margin of loss and dis- 
tortion. 

Consider the episode of the Golden Calf, 
if proof be needed! It is the ineluctable fate 
of the human situation that necessity insists 
on a heavy discount before the ideal becomes 
available. And when guile, greed and rascal- 
ity enter the picture, the ideal is often con- 
verted into its caricature. 

Maimonides warns us at great length to 
remember that our verbal concepts of God 
are not the reality of God. The tradition 
fears graven images not only for the pagan- 
ism, but for their harsh delimitations of the 
truth they represent, 

Prometheus’ and Job both represent the 
tragic grandeur of man forever straining for 
the existential purity of revelation, forever 
doomed to know it only through the fine- 
meshed screen of language. 

Wise men, be heedful of your words, that 
they in turn may be tender to the glory of 
being which breathes through them. 
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KOSHER BUTCHERS 
NOT YET DOOMED

Church, State 
Should Be 
Entirely Apart 


e@ Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 

I HAVE READ with interest 
letters concerning the separation 
of church and state. 

It is generally accepted by Jew- 
ish organizations, lay leaders and 
the rabbinate that there should 
be such a_ separation in our 
schools in America, and I concur 
with this doctrine. However, it 
seems that as we pursue this 
policy, there are occasionally 
confusions and evidences of di- 
chotomy in thinking. I can see 
inconsistencies and a_ problem, 

On one hand, our organizations 
and rabbinate oppose joint 
Christmas-Hanuka celebrations 
in the schools. The theory is that 
there should be no observance of 
either holiday. On the other 
hand, many agitate for salaries 
to be paid to Jewish teachers 
when they are absent on Rosh 
Hashana or Yom Kippur. Most 
school board are glad to learn of 
important Holy Days of all faiths 
prior to the time they make up 
the annual school calendar, and 
when they are so apprised they 
attempt to schedule important 
events so as not to conflict with 
important religious days. How- 
ever, there are rabbis who make 
protestations after the school 
calendar has been fixed because 
of conflicts. 

SHOULD THE school boards 
change the dates because of 
omission by spiritual leaders, and 
is this not going contrary to the 
doctrine of separation? All 
schools recognize absences for 
religious purposes. This is dem- 
ocratic, but why should further 
recognition be made of Jewish 
holidays by changing previously 
scheduled school functions? 

The following may be going a 
trifle afield but I think it evi- 
dences an inconsistency on the 
part of the rabbinate. 

Conservative and Reform rab- 
bis decry the power of the Or- 
thodox rabbinate in Israel, yet 
these same spiritual leaders in 
America feel free to use their 
pulpits to speak on the entire 
range of secular anq political 
problems in America. They jus- 
tify such use of pulpits on the 
ground that Judaism is more than 
a religion—it is a civilization, a 
way of life which should be the 
basis of Jewish living. 

I am sure that the Orthodox 
rabbinate of Israel feel likewise 
and they seek to exert all their 
pressures, moral or otherwise, 
upon the citizenry of Israel, for 
Jewish living as they interpret 
Judaism, (I do not believe in a 
theocratic state, either in Amer- 
ica or Israel.)

ONE OF THE “random 
thoughts” of your editor, in the 
December 13 issue was: “Real 
test for those who urge prosely- 
tization by Jews among non- 
Jews would be to ask that this 
proselytization campaign be con- 
ducted among Negroes.” 

Mr. Gabriel Cohen, as well as

4) “It would, in my belief, 
make a great impact upon the 
Jewish community itself, surely 
upon the marginal Jew who suf- 
fers from an inferiority com- 
plex.” 

Dr. Nussbaum added: “All in 
all, the time is ripe for it. Need- 
less to say, such missionary work 
has to be done on a completely 
universal basis, and that goes for 
so-called Caucasians, Negroes, 
Orientals, ete.” 

Dr. Nussbaum remarked, also, 
that there is an “overall well- 
known attitude of Judaism that 
it is a mitzva to bring outsiders 
‘into the Covenant of Abraham.'” 
Can anyone disagree’
